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PREFACE. 



The following attempt to give ready access to some of 
the treasures of Holy Writ, will be viewed with favour and 
indulgence by those who are sensible of the value of the 
Word of God to themselves, and of the privilege and duty 
of unfolding it to others. If the aid which it affords, how- 
ever imperfect, shall lead any, in obedience to the command 
of our blessed Saviour, and under the influence of the Holy 
Spirit, to search the Sacred Writings with greater diligence 
and interest, the labour expended upon it will receive an 
additional reward. The following observation of a great 
and good man is an encouragement and consolation in a 
review of an effort, even as humble as the present one, to 
facilitate the. profitable reading of the Holy Scriptures : 
" Such is the transcendant worth of the Sacred Volume, 
and so happily is it suited to all the parts of the Christian 
life, that every thing which allures the world to peruse it, 
is a blessing to mankind." 

The compiler of the following pages has frequently felt 
the want of the means of ready reference to passages of 
Holy Scripture, of sufficient length to form a reading, with

or without exposition, upon any single subject which he 
has wished to introduce in family worship. Not having 
been able to ascertain the existence of any similar selection 
in a convenient form, he has compiled the following one, 
with the further object of affording assistance to Scripture 
Readers, and to District and Parochial Visitors. 

The present index is quite distinct from all arrangements 
of Scripture references and indexes to the Bible with which 
the author is acquainted, inasmuch as portions, not exceed- 
ing four verses, are generally excluded, as too brief for the 
purposes he has in view. He mentions with pleasure, 
" The Scripture Text Book,"* as a valuable and portable 
digest of texts on most subjects ; and he ventures to refer 
to a former tract of his own J as readily supplying verses for 
numerous and interesting occasion* and seasons. 

As an aid in family worship, the following selection may 
be found useful in suggesting portions of Scripture adapted 
to some of the forms of prayer which are in use, and upon 
the subjects of sermons recently heard. Passages not ob- 
viously and primarily applicable, without the aid of com-

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ment, are generally excluded ; and none are provided for 
Church seasons, as appropriate readings for these will be found 
referred to in the Book of Common Prayer. A complete 
index to all the paragraphs of the Bible is quite beyond 
the compiler's intention, The selections are arranged 
under each head, in the order of their occurrence in the 
Bible, rather than in that of their relative appropriateness, 
it being left to the individual reader to distinguish by 
marks, those which are, in his judgment, the most appli- 
cable. 

The author acknowledges the assistance he has derived 
from the Rev. E. Bickersteth's "Christian Truth," and 
other sources, and the advantage he has enjoyed of the 
suggestions and revision of some clerical friends. Any 
further suggestions and additions from those who avail 
themselves of his labours, will be thankfully received by 
the compiler. 

He humbly trusts that the Holy Spirit, who guides into 
all truth, has directed him, in some measure, in his re- 
searches in the inspired volume of " doctrine, reproof, cor- 
rection, and instruction in righteousness," and that he will, 
through this unworthy agency, enable many more readily 
to choose for themselves, and to divide to others " their 
portion in due season."
